- «, a survey of the work complet- 
ed recently. 
For several months 


an average of approximately 1200 
wen have been given eight days 
work each month, and materially 
reduced the amount of privation 
and calls for assistance usually 
mad* upon the Individual citizen. 


Naturally, the greatest benefi- 
ciaries of the expenditure of the 
large relief sum were the mem- 
bers of the 1200 to 
1400 families 


who .were given a small amount 
of cash each month, In most cases 
sufficient to prevent actual want 
or hunger. In a number of cases 
the work relief had to be aug- 
mented by assistance from the 
United Charities and the Navarro 
county chapter of the American 
Red Cross. 


• Next In line of benefits came 
the city of Corsicana who co-op- 
erated with the Corsicana unem- 
ployment relief committee of the 
chamber of commerce by supply- 
Ing a number of work' projects. 
Labor expenditures on city proj- 
ects up to June 10 totaled $48,000 
approximately, while the 
actual 


expense to the cltv for supervision, 
tools and materials, 
engineering 
costs and other Items amounted to 
approximately 
$18,000. 
In 
this 
manner, citizens of Corsicana 
se- 
cured about three dollars In worn 
for each dollar of city funds ex- 
pended, and many improvements 
have been made In the six months 
period which could not have been 
accommodated In the city budget 
for several years. 


Much Money for Belief.

(He 
declined to comment upon the 
prospect* for reaching a production 
agreement. 


Independent producers, however, 
who met earlier to prepare sug- 
gestions, were 
optimistic. Wlrt 
Franklin, president of the Inde- 
pendent Petroleum association, said 
a fair agreement was possible un- 
der the new act. 


The Independent producer* had 
before them a tentative cade drawn 
up by a commute yesterday. It 
contained the required guarantees 
for 
labor, asurlng workers the 
right to bargain collectively and 
left it to the president to decide 
the annual oil production and .to 
allot production quota* to *ach 
producer and each well; and pro- 
hibited drilling without permis- 
sion from the president..

The physician of the future will 
be an "Immunlzer" treating the 
sick largely by injections of for- 
eign materials that will oall out 
all the 
body's 
defense 
forces 
against 
disease,

Medical association was' told to- 
day. 


"At present we are just at the 
dawn of a new era" in treating 
illness with 
injections 
of sub- 
stances that are not specific rem- 
edies for the disease the patient 
has, 
but stimulate the body to 
fleht the disease with its own 
weapons," said Dr. Clyde Brooks 
of New Orleans. 


Medicine is passing beyond the 
Idea of treating each disease with 
a specific remedy for that dis- 
ease, he explained, to the use of 
remedies that have no connection 
with the disease. 
Chief among 
these are proteins, such as are 
obtained from egg white or milk 
used as treatment for ailments 
for which there Is no specific vac- 
cine. 
"Lengthening life and strength- 
ening body vigor may b« in store 
for man," said Dr. Brooks. "We 
look to the future expecting great 
progress 
In non-specific protein 
therapy .(treatment.) "Experiment 
on young p
